(57) Abstract: To provide an information recording medium capa- 
ble of recording data such as index information which can defined 
by a user and is associated with user data such as content data, while 
maintaining the medium in a state reproducible according to a con- 
ventional standard. A controller (19) records content data in the 
content area of the user-recordable recording area of an optical disc 
(7), generates index information for referencing the content data, 
and records the index information in a lead-out area arranged on the 
outside of the user-recordable area of the optica) disc. 
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
